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Charles Anderson 


The Caine Collection, using 
a family name, was formed 
over a long period of years by 
Charles Anderson. As is noted 
in our introduction, proof 
notes are the rarest of the rare, 
and gathering them required a 
high level of connoisseurship 
and dedication. This is one of 
several landmark collections 
Charles had formed over 
the years. One of his earlier 
specialties was United States 
pattern coins from 1792 onward. As part of this interest, he 
spearheaded the revision and updating of the Dr. J. Hewitt 
Judd work, now titled United States Pattern Coins, which has 
become the standard reference on the subject. His collection 
was sold by private treaty some years ago. 

Charles began his interest in numismatics in 1952, not 
by putting “pennies” into Whitman folders, but through a 
fascination with half cents! His uncle, Lonnie Caine, was 
instrumental in introducing him to rare coins. As they say, 
the rest is history! In 1956 ANCO, one of Americas largest 


distributors of newspapers, magazine, and other products, 
became a numismatic distributor and began calling on coin 
shops, hobby shops, and chain stores. Charles interest in 
coins and paper money intensified. Later, in 2003, ANCO 
purchased Whitman Publishing from St. Martins Press 
and moved it to the South, with offices in Atlanta and a 
distribution center in Florence, Alabama. 

Charles and others at Whitman expanded the publishing 
company dramatically to include the Whitman Coin & 
Collectibles Expo held three times a year. These have 
developed into some of the most popular and well-attended 
coin conventions in the country. Whitman has published 
over 300 numismatic book titles since that time. The 
daily Coin Update e-mail newsletter is among the latest 
innovations. 

Charles and Hilda, his wife of 66 years, have four 
sons, Charlie, Terry, Clyde and Harold, along with 15 
grandchildren and five great-grandchildren. 

“Numismatics has been and still is a world of enjoyment 
for me,” Charles recently said. “I hope that the buyers of 
the proof notes will have the pleasure of ownership that I 
have had.” 
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FEDERAL PROOES AND ESSAYS • PART II 


Welcome to Part II of the Caine Collection of federal 
currency proof notes, an unprecedented offering. Part I 
which we presented last October was a sensation. I fully 
expect Part II, the final sale, to do the same. 

Such proofs, also called essays, represent the evolution 
of designs that in most instances were used in this form 
or modified to create regular series, from those of 1861 
onward in the large-size series, continuing into the post- 
1928 small size. 

The proofs range from full face and reverse impressions 
in full color, some with 000000 serial numbers, to design 
elements such as portraits and counters. 

In the world of collecting paper money, proofs are the 
rarest of the rare. Even the most available proof issue in 
the Caine Collection is a rarity in an absolute sense. Many 
are absolutely unique and others are one of just two or 
three known. These are the paper money equivalents of 
pattern coins, but are generally unrecognized by currency 
collectors—sort of what pattern coins were 60 years ago 
when I was the most active retail dealer in that specialty. 
Pattern coins have multiplied in value since then. In 
reviewing the notes in Part II, I cannot help but think 
what bargains they are in comparison to coins! The sale is 
unreserved, and we will all see what happens. 

In their time, proofs were mostly used internally within 
the Treasury Department currency office in the Treasury 
Building in Washington, later in the separate Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing facility. An exception to the 
internal-use rule was made in 1862 when Secretary of the 
Treasury Salmon P. Chase sent a large number of proofs 


to Alexandre Vattemare in Paris, one example of which 
is in the present sale. It could be that certain proofs of 
National Bank Notes were sent to bank officials, although 
I have seen no confirmation of this. In all instances, these 
were not available to the numismatic community at the 
time of issue, although special proofs of Postage Currency 
and Eractional Currency notes were. 

The provenances of most proof notes of regular 
federal currency from $I up were never recorded, and 
thus much fascinating information has been lost. We do 
have, however, many auction and other sale records from 
recent decades. 

Among the highlights of proofs in the Caine Collection 
are full plate impressions as well as design elements 
from the famous “Educational Note” series of the 1890s, 
most famously from 1896, but with some proofs bearing 
other dates from 1891 to 1897. Many of these came from 
the remarkable collection of Harry W. Bass, Jr. that we 
cataloged and sold in 2011, never thinking that we would 
handle these treasures again. Some of these were sold in 
Part I of the Caine Collection, and the rest are offered 
here. 

In creating this listing I worked from an initial file 
created by Matt Quinn, in many instances taking from 
some of the descriptions we did years ago, such as for the 
Bass Collection. Others were new to Matt and me and 
involved new research and exploration. 

The term “rarest of the rare” is often used in our catalogs, 
especially when famous coins or rare varieties are offered. 
Most such coins are expensive, say over the $100,000 line. 
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Not so with the Caine Collection proofs. “Rarest of the 
rare” applies to many that we estimate in just four figures. 
Opportunity is also applicable. None of us know when a 
rarity or unique item will pass through our hands again, 
but many are off the market for generations. Just about 
any proof in the Caine Collection is sufficiently rare 
that a decade or generation can pass between offerings. 
Accordingly, opportunity is at your fingertips now, but 
may not be in the future. As to price, look up the value of 
a Mint State 1893-S Morgan dollar. Each and every proof 
in the sale is much rarer than such a coin!

After a minor scandal involving Spencer M. Clark (head of the National Currency Bureau), quietly placing 
his portrait on a 5-cent Fractional Currency note, a rule was set whereby no living person could be depicted on federal 
currency — a rule still in effect today. In contrast, the images of living people have been used on coins.

This series was authorized by the Act of July 17, 1861, at a time when Treasury funds were low. It was thought that such 
paper notes would be a substitute for the paying out of specie (gold and silver coins). At the time hopes were high for 
a quick Union victory. The situation changed dramatically a few days later when the first major battle between Union 
and Confederate troops took place in Manassas, Virginia, a short distance from the nations capital. Crowds turned out 
to watch the vanquishing of the rebel troops. After a seeming Union dominance at the outset, the tide turned and the 
Confederates overwhelmed the Union troops which scattered in disarray. 

The monetary situation remained in flux for the rest of the year. Most Demand Notes were redeemed for coins by that 
time. After Legal Tender Notes were issued in early 1862 (exchangeable at par only for other Legal Tender Notes and not 
for specie), the remaining Demand Notes sold at a premium.

“While he opposed the Legal Tender Act, he suggested the distribution of proofs to key bankers in New York as an anti¬ 
counterfeiting device and at the direction of Secretary Salmon Chase, Assistant Treasurer John C. Cisco sent some to the 
New York bankers including Gallatin. 

“After Gallatins death, these and other items were found among his papers and given to a New York institution which held 
them for many years and then, some years ago, disposed of them for items more in keeping with its primary functions!'

Lots 
may carry a reserve (“Reserve”). A Reserve is a price or bid below which the Auc¬ 
tioneer will not sell an item or will repurchase on behalf of the Consignor or for 
Stacks Bowers. Reserves may be confidential and not disclosed. The Buyer is the 
Bidder who makes the highest bid accepted by the Auctioneer, and includes the 
principal of any Bidder acting as an agent. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and 
currency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, 
and those that are not may be graded by Stacks Bowers. Grading of rare coins and 
currency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value 
of the coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services 
and among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned 
by independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regard¬ 
ing such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by 
Stacks Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the 
coins and currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any 
perceived characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. 
Stacks Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor 
do they in any way form the basis for any bid. All photographs in this catalog are of 
the actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent;

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make pay¬ 
ment in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole dis¬ 
cretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity 
to rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, 
retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized 
that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a por¬ 
tion or all of the lots held by Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, 
which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion 
of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks 
Bowers may charge a sellers commission that is commercially reasonable. More 
than one such sale may take place at the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers 
resells the lots. Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such sale, together 
with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorneys fees and costs, 
cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the sale shall be by U.S.P.S. 
Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address utilized on the Bid Sheet, 
Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any dam¬ 
ages occasioned by Buyer s breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Stacks 
Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying 
charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attorneys fees, costs, 
collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred.

Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any 
sums due, or found to be due to Stacks Bowers, and to make such offset from any 
past, current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or con¬ 
trol of Stacks Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affiliates 
and assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to 
Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased 
lots and their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the 
possession of Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness 
due to Stacks Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, car¬ 
rying charges, sellers fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid 
in full. Buyer grants Stacks Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement 


for such items, and to assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or 
any third party deemed appropriate by Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not 
paid for in full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent 
(1-1/2%) per month may be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. 
In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall 
be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess 
thereof shall be allocated to principal.

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or 
agents (including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, 
and are not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific 
written warranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary 
or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the 
right to vary or alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific 
persons or circumstances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall 
be effective only if in writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized 
to do so. 

h. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes di¬ 
rectly from the Consignor to the Buyer.

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other ap¬ 
plicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys fees 
and costs. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale 
or any session thereof for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as 
a result thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither Stacks 
Bowers nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or 
consequential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms of Sale, the auction 
or the conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase 
price, premium, or fees paid.
